Regarding at least claim 1. the amended recitations, including an optical mask arranged and extended in major part along a third plane 
to the first and the second planes without any encroachment upon any of the first plane or the second plane, raises new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 

Regarding at least claim 8. the added recitations, Including wherein the plane avoids intersection with any of the first scintillator, the 
second scintillator, the first photodiode, or the second photodiode, raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search. 

Regarding at least claim 15, the amended recitations, including an array of optical cross-talk inhibitors without encroachment upon the 
layer of the array of scintillators and the layer of the array of photodiodes, the array of optical cross-talk inhibitors located in a layer that 
comprises a substantially same major orientation as the layer of the array of scintillators and the layer of the array of photodiodes, raises 
new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 

Regarding at least claim 20, the added recitations, including wherein in the multi-planar stack, a plane of the cellular arrangement of 
scintillators, a plane of the cellular arrangement of photodiodes, and a plane of the optical cross-talk mask comprise a substantially same 
major orientation, raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 
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
